S foon as the frigate and her prize caft anchor 
A inthe Tagus, Don Manvel de Cafafonda 
impatiently reminded our Captain of his promif- 
ed parole.

N Tharfday laft Capt. Makins, of the 
Barque Hope arrived at Philadelphia, from 
Havre de Grace, which place he lefi on the firtt 
of May, and informs, that when he failed it was 
currently reported and generally believed, that 
the French forces had taken Outend. Letters from 

Havre de Grace confirm this account. 

Letters trom Red-Stone mention that great 
pumbers of people who had reforted there with a 
view of going down the Ohio to Kentucky this 
fring, have been unable to put their defign in 
execution, on account of the danger from Indian 
depredations. Molt of thefe are confequently in 
great diftiefs, fcattered about Red-Stone, having 
expended their little all. Two boats only had 
attempted to go down the river; both of which 
were taken, and the people either killed or made 
prifoners by the favages. Several murders have 
been committed along the Ohio by the Indians ; 
and the frontier inhabitants, it is faid, are gene- 
rally removing to garrilons for their immediate 
faicty. 

Extra@ of a letter froma gentleman in Fayette 
county, Kentucky, to bis brether in Green county, 
dated May 1. : 

«| am very forry to inform you of the invafi- 
on of our country. It is faid 600 Indians are now

Bennington, Fune 8.—Some days fince a cou- 
pleof {mart looking youths appeared at the ren- 
dezvous in this town, and offered to enlift as fol- 
diers. One who pafied by the name of Peter Da- 
vis, meafuring about 5 feet 5 inches high, but flim 
built, and rather feminine in appearance, was en- 
lited and received a part of his bounty, the cther 
who called himfelf Jack Tarbox, was decmed to 
be too fmall and not old enough, and was conie- 
quently reje€ted by the recruiting cflice. Davis 
plead hard to have his comrade accepted, affumed 
a military air, and affured the cfficer, ** that tho’ 
his companion was {mall he was damn’d hardy, 
and could bear a devilith deal of fatigue.””
